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Aid slowly

A 24-year-old cashier is pulled from the nibble Saturday, 
11 days after an earthquake struck Haiti, while a 2-year- 
old girl’s limbs are saved at an Israeli field camp. 

Elsewhere in the heavily hit capital, Port-au-Prince, a 
25-year-old man is carried into the Baptist Haiti Mission 
hospital, with fever and a leg wound oozing with 
infection. 

Two weeks after a 7.0 earthquake ravaged parts of Haiti, 
the government has called off search and rescue opera¬ 
tions. The 24-year-old cashier was found hours later by 
rescue teams that still sought survivors. He is thought to 
be the last pulled from the nibble. 

Since then, international relief efforts have focused on 
the hundreds of thousands of homeless and injured 
Haitians - many of which are only now seeking medical 
care. 

“People were under the rubble for days with injuries 
and when they were pulled out ... the roads were impass¬ 
able. No one could take them to the hospital,” said Dr. 
Kara Gibson, a former Red Deer resident performing sur¬ 
geries at the Baptist Haiti Mission hospital outside of Port- 
au-Prince. 

“Now' they are all coming in. They have fever, huge 
infected gashes and broken bones. Young people are 
dying every night and half our surgeries are amputations 
... it’s very difficult to watch.” 

A 25-year-old man, who came into the hospital last 
Friday, was under the rubble for nine days before he was 
rescued. His wife and 11-month-old child died beside him.

“There are strong feelings in the 
club to keep this going and I think 
people in the community feel the 
same way,” said Maurice Buffel, a 
Lions Club member.

Seniors are stunned and hoping 
for the best, after learning the com¬ 
munity bus could eventually stop its 
door-to-door service. 

The Didsbury Lions Club has been 
shuttling seniors to town for over 
,10 years, but is reconsidering the 
service as costs soar and users 
dwindle. 

“We wouldn’t take the bus off the 
road immediately...but we are won¬ 
dering if we are justified in invest¬ 
ing in this," said Bruce Simpson, 
treasurer for the club. 

“The majority of our funds go to 
the bus; maybe we should put it 
towards something else, like senior 
equipment or student band (gear).” 

The club doles out $20,000 a year 
to run the elderly to local clinics, 
shops and recreation programs. 

Passengers who pay the $3 rider 
fee contribute $5,000 of those annu¬ 
al expenses - but the money barely 
covers the cost of operation, 
Simpson says. 

The Lions have also begun to save 
towards a new $80,000 van for 2014,

Doreen Henderson, 

with the Olds-based Wild 
Horses of Alberta Society, 
says news that charges 
have finally been laid is 
most welcome. 

“I’m very happy and 
relieved that finally some¬ 
one has been charged,” 
said Henderson. “It 
looked pretty bleak for a 
long time there. This is 
definitely a relief." 

She said she hopes 
police will continue the 
investigation until all the 
killings are solved. 

“We would definitely 
like to see all the perpe¬ 
trators brought to justice 
and to account for their 
actions,” she said. 

Both accused Nixon 
and Anderson have con¬ 
nections with the Mustard 
Seed's Sundre ministry at 
Mountain Aire Lodge, 60 
kilometres west of 
Sundre. 

In a statement released 
on Jan. 20, Aart 
Schuurman Hess, CAO 
with Mustard Seed, said 
officials are cooperating 
with police. 

“Two individuals of The 
Mustard Seed’s Mountain 
Aire Lodge have been 
accused in connection 


with the shooting of a 
wild horse in central 
Alberta. Charges have 
been laid against Jason 
Nixon and Earl 
Anderson,” said Hess. 
“The Mustard Seed and 
the two men are cooper¬ 
ating fully with the 
authorities as the legal 
process continues. 

“Our primary goal is to 
ensure the legal process 
can unfold without dis¬ 
ruption or interference, 
and to remain fully sup¬ 
portive of our staff 
throughout this time. We 
have no further informa¬ 
tion at this time.” 

Calls to Nixon at 
Mountain Aire Lodge 
were not immediately 
returned. He is reportedly 
the director of the 
Mustard Seed’s Mountain 
Aire Lodge ministry and 
son of Mustard Seed 
founder Pat Nixon. 

Anderson is reportedly 
a former guest and cur¬ 
rent employee of the 
lodge, which provides 
outreach for formerly 
homeless men and 
women. 

Anyone with informa¬ 
tion about unsolved feral 
horse killings west of 
Sundre is being asked to 
call Sundre RCMP at 
(403)-638-3675 or Crime 
Stoppers. 


Despite the charging of 
three individuals last 
week in relation to the 
shooting of a feral horse 
west of Sundre last year, 
RCMP investigators say 
they are continuing to 
actively pursue the per¬ 
son or persons responsi¬ 
ble for more than a dozen 
other unsolved horse 
shootings in West Central 
Alberta. 

“This is just one horse 
so we are continuing to 
follow up on leads and 
hopefully we will be able 
to solve more of the 
shootings,” said Sundre 
RCMP Sgt. Percy Leipnitz. 
“We are actively continu¬ 
ing our investigation to 
identify the person(s) 
responsible for other

He arrived in Haiti Friday to help meet local demand for 
supplies. Never has he seen so much devastation, he said. 

Tiie roads have been cleared blit heaps of rubble are 
still stacked high on either side. The smell of death is 
everywhere, as corpses lie untouched beneath broken 
buildings. 

“I have been to natural disasters everywhere - Pakistan, 
Sri Lanka, New Orleans - but never have I seen anything 
like this. Whole neighbourhoods are decimated," he said. 

“One of our drivers said this is no longer his country. It’s 
just a pile of trash. And he's right.” 

Still, in and amongst the ruins, is a flicker of the old 
Haiti. Vendors are moving back onto the streets to sell toi¬ 
letries and food. A woman, who once owned a shoe shop, 
spreads her wares outside as traffic drives by. 

Outside of the Baptist Haiti Mission, a church choir fills 
the silent Sunday air with hymns - a sound of hope to 
patients lying inside the hospital.

Jewell was a Royal Bank of Canada 
pick and among 12,000 in the country 
who will bear the torch on its way to the 
2010 Vancouver Olympic Games. 

Yesterday Harley Dickinson, 60, had 
his turn in the spotlight. 

The Ross Ford Elementary teacher 
was watched by hundreds of school- 
children from Didsbury as he danced 
and skipped his way through Kelowna. 

“You could tell he was just so thrilled 
to be there. He jumped up and clicked 
his heels in the air," Jewell said. 

She watched him during a live web¬ 
cast, Monday.

Terrorists shouldn’t 
call the shots

New national airport security 
measures implemented in 
response to an attempted terror¬ 
ist attack on a U.S.-bound air- 
craft on Christmas Day will 
make every¬ 

one. 

That’s the message the federal government is 
putting out as it announces that airline passengers 
across Canada will now be subject to full body 
scans at many airports, including in Calgary and 
Edmonton. 

The scanning machines project a naked image of 
the person being scanned. 

The government says subjecting residents to 
electronic surveillance of this type is a reasonable 
intrusion into the personal lives of private citi¬ 
zens, striking a reasonable balance between priva¬ 
cy and security. 

The operator who views the scan never sees the 
person being scanned, and the resulting image is 
deleted after the passenger has been cleared, the 
government says. 

As well, travellers can choose to have a physical 
pat-down search instead of being scanned. 

“With the new measures, our government is 
ensuring that Canadian officials have the tools 
they need to protect the safety and security of air 
travellers,” said West Central Alberta 
Conservative MP Blake Richards. 

“We will continue to look for new technology 
and better methods to improve the security of the 
transportation system and travellers.” 

The federal government should be applauded 
for doing all it can to make Canadians safe, even 
if, as in this case, it may end up causing people a 
little bit of embarrassment. 

In the end, most people would probably agree 
that it is better, far better, to have a few blushing 
airline passengers than to risk anyone’s life at the 
hands of a terrorist bomber. 

Yet for all the hype and talk about these new 
security measures, it seems highly unlikely that 
the terrorists, committed as they are to maiming 
and killing innocent citizens, will be deterred by 
these or similar measures. 

If the past is any indication, the terrorists will 
now simply seek out new ways to commit their 
reprehensible acts, making every effort to thwart 
whatever security provisions are put in place now 
and down the road. 

The bottom line is that terrorists shouldn’t be 
allowed to call the shots when it comes to the 
security and well-being of Canadians. They 
should, instead, be hunted down and destroyed 
wherever they hide and scheme — and that can 
only be done though a long-term commitment to 
international security operations, such as we are 
seeing today with Canada’s military mission in 
Afghanistan. 

Although the Harper government plans to end 
that mission in 2011, Canada will hopefully find a 
way to continue to play a meaningful, proactive 
role in fighting terrorism, not just at airports but 
everywhere.

But not all the sacrifices will be equal. For the past 40 years 
a small group of landowners has put up with two of 
AltalJnk’s ugly and intnisive steel tower lines. Now this 
small group is being asked to sacrifice again, and host 
additional power through their lands. This Ls neither fair, 
nor particularly intelligent planning. 

Ihitting over 80 per cent of Alberta’s electricity down a 
single narrow route Ls an invitation to accident, failure or 
worse. You really haven’t livtxl until you have attempted to 
steer huge farm equipment, weighing more than the 
combined weight of three towers, around these obstacles. 
Ice storms, wild summer weather and tornadoes all pose a 
large risk for these lines. Why would our government want 
to put so many eggs in one basket? 

AltaUnk, the company which stands to profit from 
constructing tin's** lines Ls now travelling the country and 
advertising that it wants to listen to landowners. Evidently 
their short memory does not include the fact that no public 
hearing has lx-on held to determine if new electrical lines 


are actually needed at all. ENMAX, the utility that is 
responsible for providing electricity to the 40 |x*r cent of 
Alberta’s population that lives south of Red Deer Ls 
adamant that the new lira's are not needed. 

So Ls Altai ink’s “businessman’s puffery" a sufficient 
reason to saddle every AllK'rtan with an electrical meter 
wit h hundreds of dollars of extra costs? Do AltaLink’s 
guaranteed profits mean landowners should give up their 
land and tolerate a further imposition on their homes and 
livelihoods? 

As two of the landowners who an* la'ing asked to accept 
an additional burden for “the greater good of Alberta" we 
would like to s*h> some real evidence, tested in an impartial 
hearing process, to discover if a new |X)wer line Ls needed 
and if so, where t he most sensible location for one might 
lie. We rather doubt there is a case to lx> made for placing 
an unfair, undue burden on the hundreds of landowners 
who have already done their part to serve “Albertans’ 

greater public interest.” ... „ . . .
